Making Study of Genetics. 

In order to learn more about inher- 
itance in*ecattle and other animals, in- 
formation is wanted by L. J. Cole, of 
the genetics department of the Wis 
consin college of agriculture, about 
the similarity of the duplicate parts 
of double monsters, such as double- 
headed calves, or calves with one;head 
and two bodies. This will help-in a 
study of twinning and other related 
phenomena. 

This information can best be ob- 
tained, says Mr. Cole, from specimens 
with white markings, where a compar- 
ison can be made of the extent and 
shape of the two parts. These freaks 
are often mounted or preserved and 
the genetics department would appre- 
ciate information as to where photo- 
graphs or sketches can be obtained. 
This material will help toward an un- 
derstanding of some problems in in- 
heritance in cattle and othér*animals.

HOW SNOW NOURISHES SOIL 


Valuable Manure Because of Ite Car 
inlo Acid, So Necessary for 
_Revitalizing the Earth. 
In a handful of snow there might 
be 20,000 crystals, and no two of them 


|| would be alike, 


Sleet is snow which, in-its passage 
to thé earth,-has passed through a lay- 
er of warmer air, and become partially 
melted. XK ~ 

Snow is early or late, aeeording to 
whether the summer was short and 
‘soon over or extended to the autumn. 
A short, early summer, means that the 
earth cools more quickly. 


Ground which is covered with snow 


very rarely falls below freezing point, 
although the air may be fifteen to twen- 
ty degrees colder. This is because 
snow is a very bad conductor of heat 
—it holds the hedt in the ground and 
stops its radiation. 

The reference in-the Psalms: “He 
giveth snow like wool;” is not to the 
fact that snow and wool are alike in 
appearance, but to the warmth of. 
each. Se 

Snow is warm because air is held in 
its minute crystal interstices. No heat 
escapes from anything eovereg with 
snow. Snow is, literally, a valuable 
Manure, and nourishes the earth with 
Its carbonie acid, which penetrates 
slowly into the soil and is thus fully 
absorbed, 

Finally, snow is ruinous to shoe 
leather, ‘because it warms the leather, 
opens it, and then penetrates. ~

Saeigelg eg Ie 
Pneumatic Chisel. 

Loredo Taft, a Chicago ‘sculptor, 
is stated, haS installed in his studfo 
a pneumatic chisel, by means of which 
the work of outlining marble Statues 
is greatly simplified. The-old method 
of carving with mallet and chisel- is 
not only laborious, but rather. awk- 


eward for the sculptor, since only one 


hand Is left free to guide the chisel. 
In the case of the pneumatic chisel 
both hands may he used for this pur- 
pose. . The pneumatic chisel fs driven 
by compressed air, at a pressure of 77 
pounds per square inch, operating 
through a flexible tube, the air being 


compressed in a large tank by means 


of an electric moter. The air Pass- 
ing through the tube has the effec 
of driving the chisel back and forth 
against the stone, just as if it were 
hit by a mallet. The chisel, of 
course, is used only to outline the 
statue roughly, the. finishing work all 
being done by hand. ;

Alaska produced gold in 1919, a# shown 
by the geological survey. The big 
Productions came from. the Rocky 
mountain states and the Pacific coast, 
but a little gold was mined in New 
England, a little in the South ‘and a 
little in the Mississipp! valley. Maine, 
Missouri and South Carolina go in the 
record by ylelding five ounces each. 
Vermont found ten ounces. Georgia 
and North Carolina forty-eight ounces, 
Texas fifty-three ounces and Wyoming 
fifteen. California led with an output 
of 840,758 ounces. Coiorado came sec 
ond with 470,990 and Alaska was a 
close third with 437,181. South Dakota 
came fourth with 254,820.
